COLONIAL COTTON GROWING.

The position taken by the European re- 
presentatives at the International Cotton 
Congress of Vienna, emphasizing their pur- 
pose to extend the area of cotton cultiva- 
tion in all parts of the world where the 
fibre could be grown, is one which must 
make for the advantage of the cotton inter- 
ests abroad as well as at home. 

The ground taken was, that for climatic 
reasons the European cotton milling indus- 
try could not afford to stake its prosperity 
upon the outcome of the crop in any one 
country, even though it be the United 
States. The world’s production for mill 
consumption last year was nearly 20,000,000 
bales, of which the United States supplied 
two-thirds, which grows within an area of 
700,000 square miles. This crop, the Euro- 
peans contend, is grown on too small a 
climatic area to be depended upon exclus- 
ively or to the extent now prevailing. Nearly 
40 per cent. of the cotton grown in the 
United States is now gathered from the ter- 
ritory west of the Mississippi, and four states 
lying along the Gulf, on both sides of that 
river, grow 65 per cent. of the total crop. 
A failure to the extent of 50 per cent. of 
the yield in these states would probably 
close one-third of the cotton mills of the 
world. From-the consumers standpoint, there- 
fore, it is good insurance to push culti- 
vation in other parts of the world. 

Another advantage often overlooked is that 
which comes to American spinners and grow- 
ers from outside competition. The idea that 
the United States hasa monopoly of cotton 
growing has done more harm than good to the 
methods: of cultivation. Such a sense of ad- 
vantages inevitably superinduces indifference, 
resulting in lack of progress. The resoluteness 
of the European representatives, in pushing 
cotton cultivation in Africa, in Asia and in 
colonial possessions generally, is to be com- 
mended rather than discouraged. Several 
American mills are already depending almost 
wholly upon Egyptian cotton for lack of the 
long staple upland which has almost ceased to 
be grown. The time may come when foreign 
grown cotton will figure much more largely 
in the raw material demands of our mills 
than it does now.. There will then be no 
small advantage accruing from the foresight of 
European consumers,

“Al-Akhbar” states that a Port-Said boat- 
man discovered .a sponge field in the neigh- 
honrhood ofthat port. He made arrangements 
with a number of Greeks, who exploited the 
field and realized a profit of 70,v00 francs in 
less than three months, 


Census of the Bedouins. 

The Minister of War has established a special 
ventral office in Cairo and will establish 
branches in the provinces for the registry and 
counting of the Bedouins. The new-office has 
been put under the management of Sagh 
Hussein Effendi Raghi. 


Bubonic Plague. 

Two further cases of plague are reported 
among those who inhabited the Hotel de la 
Poste, one of whom is an Italian and the 
other a servant. Two Greeks from a bakery in 
Rue Rosette have also been admitted to 
hospital. One new admission of a native is 
reported from Beba. 


Sale of Poisons. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs has com- 
municated to the Diplomatic Agents of the 
powers the draft regulations for the sale of 
poisons to be transmitted to their respective 
Governments for final approval. The regulations 
were approved by the Internation! Commission 
at its sitting of 17th June last. 


Cadis School. 

About six hundred and twenty pupils of the 
Azhar University and other Mohammedan 
theological schools have applied for admission 
to the new Cadis School which is to open its 
doors from the beginning of the next scholastic 
year Six hundred of the applicants desire to be 
admitted to the section for the training of clerks 
for Mehkemehs and only about twenty to the 
Cadi Section. 


How to Treat Egyptians. 

An instructive and remarkable work has. 
just been published for private circulation by 
a high ‘Anglo-Egyptian*official. The author is 
Mr.. A. Mitchell-Innes, Under Secretary of 
State for Finance, and his essay deals with the 
delicate problem of how to treat the natives. 
It is published for private circulation, so we 
cannot reproduce any extracts from this work, 
which we understand is replete with excellent 
sentiments in regard to the theory of conduct 
to be followed in our dealings with natives. 


The Australian Mail, 

The Postmaster-General’s Department at 
Melbourne has issued an invitation for tenders 
for the oversea mail service. A list of conditions 
which accompanies the invitation states that 
the service to be performed is the conveyance 
of mails between Adelaide and Naples or 
Brindisi or another suitable port in Southern 
Europe, and an approved port in the United 
Kingdom, by way of the Suez Canal. Sailings 
are to be fortnightly each way. The right of 
substituting another route for the Suez Canal is 
reserved, and;the Postmaster-General may al- 
ter the port of call in Continental Europe. 


Murder of an English Stoker. 
The Alexandria City Police have arrested 
some ,Enropeans in connection with the 
death atapn Engl stoker from a mer- 
chant vessel “ifthe harbour. A short time 
azo a man, was seen to stumble and fall in 
Abou Dardaa-street one evening, and it was 
found that he ,had been stabbed in various 
place. He expired from his wounds. It appears 
- that this stoker visited an immoral establish- 
ment in the purlieus of Sisters:street. A dis- 
pute arose about the question of payment 
between the man and the denizens of. the 
honse, and finally some of the souteneurs 
belonging to the place plunged their daggers 
into him. The persons arrested are foreign 
* subjects. 


Alexandria Economical Houses, 

Consequent to the decisions taken by the 
Municipality Commission regarding the con- 
struction of economical houses, which has 
been postponed until next autumn, and in 
order to re-assure- those who are’ interesting 
themselves in the matter, on the 12th inst.

FRENCH NATIONAL FETE 


CELEBRATIONS IN CATRO. 


Praise of the work of the committee which 
has so ably carried out the arduous task 
of the fourteenth of July celebrations, is ge- 
neral in the press and amongst the public. 
The praise is richly deserved, for their efforts 
have been crowned with the success so richly 
merited. The soirée de gala of “la Grande 
Famille” held in the Garden Theatre on 
Saturday - evening was most excellently ‘atten- 
ded. The réles were well sustained and any 
individual distinction would be rather diffi- 
cult; we might, however mention Mr. Ala- 
zet’s rendering of the cheerful and happy- 
go-lucky Corporal’ to whom nothing came 
amiss. As befitted the occasion there was a 
general demand for the “Marseillaise” which 
was sung by Miss Lambertini—tastefully 
garbed as the Republic, the chorus Leing 
taken up by the rest of the troupe grouped 
on the stage with the tricolour in their midst, 
and the whole of the audience, who rose 
from their seats unanimously. 

On Sunday morning the usual visits were 
exchanged, and a_ considerable amount of 
bunting was displayed in the principal quar- 
ters: a very large number of Hellenic flags 
were in evidence and the French:nation 
should be proud to see what a general 
desire there was on all hands to brighten 
up the city on their festival. Some of our 
contemporaries even go so far as to describe 
the fourteenth of July as an International 
“éte, 

It is many years since a finer sight has been 
seen than that of the Esbekieh Gardens when 
thrown open to the public on Sunday evening, 
and it wanted only the liberal attendance of 
the admiring crowds to complete the gratifying 
success attending the function. It would be 
hard to estimate the number present, but from 
the moment of the opening of the gates until 
an early hour on Monday morning, a steady 
stream of visitors thronged the provisional 
pathway opened from the central gate opposite 
the Continental to the pavilion in the centre, 
on the site of the old lake, which was rendered 
almost as bright as day by the hanging lanterns 
on both sides, 

At the entrance, ‘our old friend, the Are de 
Triomph, which has officiated at so many 
fourteenths of July, Khedivial and Turkish 
Anniversaries, etc. was brilliantly lighted and 
looked quite youthful under the kind shield of 
night. 

The reception pavilion was graced by another 
arch, simply, but well ornamented with jets, 
and all the side avehues were bordered with lan- 
terns ; the sight was extremely effective, and 
altogether the scene of the continnally moving 
crowds. formed a veritable picture which will 
be remembered with pleasure by all who were 
present, while the well-chosen programmes 
rendered by the deservedly popular band of the 
Inniskilling Fusiliers under their able conduc- 
tor, Mr. Watson Ramsey, and the Egyptian 
Cavalry Banil added greatly to the enjoyment 
of the evening. 

The French Minister and Mr. Reffye arrived 
in good time and were received by the mem- 
bers of the committee, and the French and 
Egyptian anthems were played while Messrs. 
Caneri and Waast, Deputies of the French 
nation, received the official guests, among 
whom were the leading residents ofall nations 
now in the Capital. . 

The theatrical performance . was extremely 
well patronised as well as the open air dancing. 
The display of fireworks was open to criticism 
and better displays have been seen on similar 
occasions, although, we believe, there are cer- 


tain restrictions in this matter which preclude |, 


a really fine display, owing to the proximity of 
the houses surrounding the garden. 

Where everyone, from the’ gasman to the 
President of the Committee, spared no effort 
to make the occasion a complete success com- 
ment would be invidious ; it -is to be hoped, 
however, that this band of workers will be 
again to the fore on the next occasion and 
achieve as notable a success as 1907. A final 
tribute is due to the hospitality of the French 
Nation to their guests ; refreshments were good 
and plentiful and the Press were received with 
marked consideration. 

Our Suez Correspondent reports that the 
anniversary of the French National féte of 
14th July was celebrated as usual by the Port 
Tewfick Club, opposite which a space was re- 
served for open air dancing, which was taste- 
fully decorated with flags and profusely illu- 
minated with electric lights. In the afternoon 
various amusements were indulged in, and in 
the evening dancing commenced in the open 
enclosure to the accompaniment of an excellent 
string band.

REPORT FOR 1906. 


The report on the Ghizeh Zoological Gardens 
for 1906 by the Director, Captain Stanley 
S. Flower, has just been issued. Each year 
establishes a new record in the number 
of ‘visitors and the total of receipts, while 
continued progression is also registered in 
every direction. 

During 1906, 223,425 persons ‘visited the 
gardens, an increase ofrathermore than 25% over 
1905, and L.E. 1,706.575 mm. were taken in gate 
money. The most profitable month of the’year 
was February, when there were 32,752 visitors 
giving a total gate-money of L.E-240. 625mm., 
and the lowest total of visitors recorded was 
‘October with 11,660 and -gate money. LE. 
88. 645mm. The figures for November and 
December give a somewhat ~ remarkable com- 
parison, there being 26,046 visitors during the 
former month and only 18,729: during the 
latter. The table of visitors for the years 
1899 to 1906 shows that in 1899* there were 
43,567 ; 1900-44;296 ; 1901-50,711 ; 1902- 
47,117 ; 1903-55,937 ; 1904-64,711; 1905- 
177,587 ; and in 1906-223,425, as previously 
stated. 

In his preface to the report the Director 
says :— j 

The general health of the animals has been 
very good; of the larger and more valuable 
specimens only one, the anaconda, died, but 
on the afternoon of the 24th of April, under 
peculiar atmospheric conditions a severe loss 
was sustained, twelve monkeys and lemurs 
and three other mammals died suddenly within 
a few minutes. Careful post-mortem examina- 
tions, which were very kindly made by the 
officials of the Government School of Medicine 
at Kasr el Aini, proved that death was due to 
heat apoplexy: the animals otherwise were in 
perfect condition. . 

Special attention should be called to the 
collection of African ungulate animals now 
(31st December 1906) exhibited alive in: these 
gardens, including : Sudanese Elephants (6), 
Hyraces (4, representing two species), Wild 
Donkey (3), Zebras (2), Gnu (2), Hartebeest, 
Duiker, Oribi (2), Waterbuck (3), Dorcas 
Gazelle (17), Isabella Gazelle (2), Korin Gazelle 
(6), Arabian Gazelle (2), Loder’s (Gazelle (3), 
Arial (8), Ril (9), Oryx (9), Addax (3), Bush- 
buck, Kudu (3), Sudanese Domestic Goat (3), 
Ibex (21), Domestic Sheep, (10, representing 
4 very distinct African breeds), Wild Sheep 
(9), Giraffe (3), Wart Hog (3), Sennar Pig (2), 
and Egyptian Wild Pig. 

Of the additions during 1906, which totalled 
476, the following should be specially men- 
tioned : — 

Three young Drill Baboons, from West 
Africa, received in exchange from the Stell- 
ingen Zoological Gardens, 9th July. 

One very fine Hyrax, from the Peninsula’ of 
Sinai, presented by Capt. R.C.R. Owen, C.M.Gi, 
3rd June. 

Three young Sudanese Elephants (two males 
and one female), from the Blue Nile: purchas- 
ed :-arrived in Ghizeh, 25th December. These 
together with the three female Elephants 
brought from the Blue Nile in 1905 now form 
a fine-group of six African Elephants, a feature 
probably never seen before in any Zoological 
Garden. 

Two female Wild Donkeys: one from the 
province of Berber, presented by Major Sir 
Henry Hill, Bart.; and one from Goz Regeb on 
the Atbara, presented by Mr. A. N. Wilkinson. 

A very fine pair of White-tailed Gnus, pur- 
chased 9th July. 

A beautiful young Northern Waterbuck, 
and an adult female and a young male. Abys- 
sinian Bushbuck, from Roseires, presented by 
Mr. L. Gorringe: arrived in Ghizeh 25th 
December. 

One Ril Antelope born in the gardens, 30th 
August : and five young Ril (two male and 
three female) from Kordofan, purchased. 

One female Duiker, from Tonj, Bahr el 
Ghazal, presented by Cupt. R. L. Moore, 6th 
August. 

A male Loder’s Gazelle presented by H.H. 
Prince Kainel el Din Pasha to Sir William 
Garstin, G.C.M.G., Adviser, P.W.D.: arrived 
in the Gardens 22nd February. 

A particularly richly marked young male 
Giraffe from Kordofan; purchased in the 
Sudan, arrived Ghizeh 25th December. . 

A Honey-Buzzard, presented by Mr. H. 
Raczinski of Alexandria, 7th October. 

A valuable collection of Birds, received in 
exchange, from theCaleutta Zoological Gardens, 
20th February. 

A tamed and healthy Boa constrictor, pre- 
sented by Dr. Franz Werner of Vienna, 14th 
September. ; 

An Eyed Dab-Lizard, from the province of 
Dongola, presented by Col. H. W. Jackson, 
C.B., 24th May. : 

The removals, which totalled 636, include 
ten lions sent: to India, for-H.H.-the Maha- 
rajah of Gwalior ; thirty-fiveanimals sent to 
theStellingen “Zoological Garttens, and one 
hundred and seven sent to the New York 
Zoological Society’s Menagerie at Bronx Park. 

The animals that disappeared during 1906 
were one fox, one weasel and one lizard that 
escaped from their cages at night and were 
never seen again; one young owl and one 
small toad, whose disappearance can only be 
accounted for by the supposition that . they 
were swallowed by their relatives in the same 
cages ; and twenty-five small: Passerine birds 
which ‘from ‘time to'time wete! ‘found missing, 
probably having been talgp, by rats, or snakes, 
during the night. ;

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THE RAINS AND THE FLOOD. 


Captain Lyons has just compiled a very 
useful and interesting work on the rains of the 
Nile basin and last year’s flood. 

The ‘series of seven‘dry years which began 
with the exceptionally low flood of’ 1899 ‘when 
the volume‘ discharged by the Nile ‘was 87 per 
cent below the average, and ended -'with’ that 
of '1905' which 'was'35 ‘pet! cent -déficiént; was 
succeeded last year by a:flood'which was’ more 
nearly of average volume, 

‘Year by “year it 4a "pbssible to supplement 
existing infdfmation by néwer and mioteample 
data,‘and-to fill: gaps'in thé chain of conditions 
which lead up tothe ‘stintinét raitis bf Abyssinia, 
the'feeders'of the Nile! flood. A’ féw'yeits ago 
the resemblance between the'gauge'ctitve of a 
rising flood and that of'some former year was 
used-as the only mieahs~ of‘anticipating its 
probable development ; ‘then it ‘was‘suggésted 
that the Bombay ‘rainfall ‘might be utilized 
as a basis of ‘prediction, but with the re- 
opening ‘of thé Sudan and the: establishment 
of meteorological stations there, supplenient- 
ed-by-others in’ the equatorial regions, our 
‘knowle@¥e has rapidly incteased, and: deduc- 
tions fromaecurate obsérvations “have ’ largely 
replaced. empirical methods. To-day we can 
follow the northward‘extension of the «rains 
of tropical East Africa froin Mauritins and 
Zomba. (in British Central Africa) which 
lie just within the southern tropic, through 
German East Africa up to-the lake plateau. In 
the Seychelles Islands of the Indian Ocean 
and in British East: Africa and Uganda, we 
note them as they pass on to the Somali Coast 
and to the Bahr el Jebel. Further north again, 
a chain of meteorological stations now supplies 
full information about the intensity and the 
extension of the rains from the Nile-Congo 
watershed through the Bahr el Ghazal, and 
along the Bahr el Jebel and the Sobat across 
the Sudan plains to the limits of the Monsoon 
region near Dongola and Berber ; to the south 
of the Abyssinian tableland information is still 
meagre, and we are dependent on the journals 
of the few travellers who have traversed the 
region. 

In Abyssinia itself, more systematic study 
of the meteorological conditions is urgently 
needed. When the heavy rainfall of July and 
August has set in, the conditions of the sur- 
rounding regicns seem to give but slight indica- 
tions of the variations which take place on the 
tableland, and as 30 per cent of the total 
rainfall falls in each of these months, a break 
in the rains lasting for LO days may reduce the 
volume of the Nile flood by 10. percent. At 
Addis Abbaba alone is the rainfall measured 
at present, and it is not yet possible to get 
observations from places lying further to the 
west, which are thus more representative of the 
Blue Nile basin. In 1907 a: qnalified' meteoro- 
logist will be sent to Addis Abbaba in order 
to study the local conditions on the plateau 
duringsJune, July, August and September. 

It'is‘also proposed to investigate the upper 
region of the Monsoon current over the Sudan 
plains by means of kites carrying self-register- 
ing apparatus, but this work which was to have 
been commenced in 1907 is now unavoidably 
postponed till 1908. 

The Nile has presented several features of 
special interest during the past year. In both 
February and March, heavy rainstorms occurred 
in Abyssinia and the Southern Sudan, which 
raised the river levels and greatly improved 
the low stage supply of the spring months ; the 
steady improvement in the rainfall of August 
and September furnished a flood about 10 per 
cent below the average while the maximum 
gauge readings at ‘Wadi Halfa just’ exceeded 
thexmean, a great improvement on the condi- 
tions experienced during the past seven years. 
We have therefore a flood of nearly normal 
volame to study, and our task is greatly facili- 
tated by thenew river gauges built in masonry 
which have been constructed by the Sudan, 
Irrigation Service to take the place of tem- 
porary gauges. 

The rains were somewhat late in reaching 
the Sudan plains and were at first rather 
weak; in July an improvement took place, 
which was maintained in August and the 
eatly part of September so that the flood 
on the whole was fairly satisfactory, and 
as guaged by the estimated volume pas- 
sing Aswan, reached 0°87 of an average 
flood. From this it may be considered as 
about equal to the floods of 1900 and 1901, 
but coming as it did, immediately after good 
low-stage levels (see p. 57) and increasing to a 
somewhat late maximum, it may be charac- 
terized as fairly good rather than moderate 
only. 

ois May onwards, public opinion strongly 
inclined to the view that the flood would be 
an exceptionally large one, as the favotitable 
low-stage lévels; due to abnormal rainfall in 
February and March, were generally inter- 
preted as the result of an early and unusual 
development of the summer rains, but the 
meteorological conditions in the regions south 
of the Sudan never lent any support to this 
view, indeed, in May the prospect was dis- 
tinctly unfavourable, and it was not until 
after June that a decided improvement was. 
discernible.

THE TYRANNY OF CONDOR: 


“People who’ write ri eae short 
London for the provinces very frequently speak 
of ‘London opinion,’ saying that the ‘London 
opinion’ on such-and-such is so-and-so; but 
they rarely state in what way they get ‘London 
opinion,’ ” says the “Edinburgh Evening News.” 

“An entertaining and suggestive article on 
‘The Tyranny of London’ is contributed to the | 


“Referee” by Mr. -Sydney Brooks, a jonrnalist | 


from America...... He remarks that London is 
not only the biggest capital in the world, bnt. 
the most comprehensive. ‘London,’ writes Mr. 
Brooks, ‘not only dominates England, but 
overpowers it—in a measure devitalises it.’ He 
adds that no other capital, with the doubtfal 
exception of Paris, absorbs so much of the 
national life around: it. Berlin is not to Ger- 
many, Rome is not to Italy, Vienna is not to 
Austria, still less is Madrid to Spain, all that 
London is to England—by which, presumably, 
Mr. Brooks means Great Britain. 

“While admitting the extent to which Lon- 
don dominates the rest of the land, Mr. Brooks 
says that there is one sphere beyond the 
influence of its absorbent magnetism, the 
sphere of politics. Except,’ he writes; ‘at brief 
moments of intense national excjtement, Lon- 
don has never had the same political power as 
Paris. For one thing, provincial and local life 
and government are far too highly developed 
among us to permit of the centralised ascand- 
ancy of any one city. For another, London is 
altogether too languid, too social, and too 
sociable to be a keen politician. There is no 
city in which it is so hard to start a ‘move- 
ment.’ Its political opinions nine times out of 
ten are the opinions of clubland and the West 
End’ 

“No doubt there is much truth in this—and 
the great political movements of recent years 

id not have their origin here. At the same 
time innumeiable movements have begun here, 
as Mr. Brooks may be willing to admit. Take 
such movements as Astheticism, Anti-Vaccina- 
tion, Votes for Women, Bernard-Shawism, 
Rodinism, Archeritis, the Society of Twelve, 
and Tubes—all these things had their birth in 
London, and of some of them London is very 
proud indeed. . . . Mr. Brooks proceeds that 
the city is at once too big and too‘much de- 
pendent on society to have either the con- 
centration or the energy necessary for political 
leadership, adding that even to its own affairs 
it is magnificently indifferent. ‘It has no civic 
consciousness’ he says, ‘or sense of a corporate 
life or local pride’... . 

“Mr. Brook expresses wonder as to whether 
or not it is a good thing for a country to be ruled 
by so overwhelming a capital as we. possess in 
London. He wants to know if the domination 
of a Paris or a London is a real or only a 
seeming advantage. He asks :— 

Does a nation fare bettér or worse when it 
escapes the toll which such huge agglomera- 
tions exact on the social health, the intellectual 
alertness, and the politicat virility of the 
people? . . . Washington is a capital by pre- 
natal malice aforethought ; it was to be the 
capital that it was called into existence. And 
within the last year or two history has repeated 
itself in the Antipodes with curious carefulness. 
The same fears and jealousies that moved 
Americans over a century ago to fix the seat 
of the Federal Government on a stretch of 
marshy woodland, far away from the real life 
of the nation, have all been stirring the Aus- 
tralian democracy; and the rivalries of the 
States, and especially of the big cities like 
Melbourne and Sydney, have finally cast the 
Australian capital of the future into the outer 
solitudes. 

“Having so delivered himself, Mr. Brooks 
has a statement that will not easily pass muster 
without range of Bow Bells, which is that ‘the 
talents of the kingdom are so concentrated on 
London that England’ (meaning Britain, no 
doubt, Mr. Brooks?) as a whole is left com- 
paratively depleted and stagnant.’ ” 


THE GOVERNOR OF THE LEBANON 


The latest issue to hand of the “ Levant 
Herald” gives the following details about the 
new Governor ot the Lebanon:— 

We have much pleasure in announcing that 
H.E. Youssouf Bey Coussa. “Chef dé Cabinet” 
of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, has been 
named Governor of the Lebanon in succession 
to the late Marshal Muzzafer Pasha. His 
Excellency has at the same time been pro- 
moted to the rank of Vizier which bears 
with it the title of Pasha. 

We understand that his Excellency and 
Mme Youssouf Pasha will leave for Beirat 
in the course of next week. 

Youssouf Pasha Franco is the son of the 
late Franco Pasha, who was also at one time 
Governor of the Lebanon. He was born in 
Constantinople in 1856 and entered the 
service of the Imperial Government-at-the 
age of 17. He was first attached to the 
secretariat of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs 
and obtained rapid promotion in that De- 
partment. In 1900 he was named “Chef de 
Cabinet” of the Minister, He acted as 
secretary to the Ottoman Delegation at the 
first Peace -Conference. 

Youssouf Pasha Franco has throug! hout 
his career at the Ministry for Foreign ‘Afirs 
displayed diplomatic abilities of the highest 
order, and he isa persona gratissima 
in Ottoman official circles and in the Diplo- 
matic Body. No better choiee could have 
been made for the important office ‘his Ex- 
cellency is now éalled upon to fill; and we 
beg to join in the numerous congratulations 
he has already received on his new appoint- 
ment,

and Foreign Orders and amongst others the 
Grand: Cordons of the Osmanich and the 
Medjidieh and: the medals of the Imtiaz and 
the Liakat.

EGYPTIAN TEMPLES. 


—— 


EXHIBITION AT KING'S COLLEGE. 


The exhibition of the results of the season’s , 


work by the Egypt Exploration Fund, which 
opened last week at King’s College, is one of 
more than usual interest. It represents the 
finish of one of the greatest works of archiolo- 
gical exploration ever undertaken by an Eng- 

lish society. More than f n. years ago the 
fund commenced its work of clearing the great 
temple on the face of the-cliffs at Deir el 
Bahari, near Thebes: This immense edifice, 

built by the great Queen Hatshepsu, was one 
of the wonders of Egypt, differing in style from 
all other temples, and. especially from the 
temples of Thebes. The werk entailed not 
merely the exploration of the temple, but also, 

as far as possible, a restoration of the edifice 
by restoring the fallen or broken pieces to 
their positions, and the removal of Coptic and 
other buildings which had been built within 
the temple. 

All visitors to Egypt are familiar with this 
beautiful edifice, rising as it does terrace above 
terrace from the plain to the face of the cliff. 
The festival hall, the curious birth chamber, 
the corridor with sculptures representing the 
naval expedition to the incense land of Persil, 
now called Somaliland, have all been cleared 
and restored as far as possible. This work 
occupied about ten years, and was carried out 
by Professor Naville, assisted by Mr. Howard 
Carter, The large temple belonged to the 
eighteenth dynasty, B.c. 1800. In clearing 
away the apparent rubbish heaps on the south 
side of the enclosure, an astonishing find was 
made of a beautiful funeral temple of Mentu- 
hetys, of the eleventh dynasty. Four seasons 


shave been devoted to the exploration of this 


beautiful temple, and the work is now com- 
plete, having occupied about fourteen years at 
an average expenditure of about £1,000 a year. 
It is from this. temple that the objects now 
exhibited come. 

THE TOMB OF THE KING. 

The whole of the edifice was grouped round 
acentral pyramid which marked the tomb of 
the King. The chief object of this year’s work 
was to find this tomb. After much labour a 
sloping passage, 600ft. long, was found under 
the platform, but it was impossible to enter 
the chamber this way as the huge blocks of 
sandstone forming the roof had fallen. It was 
then resolved to dig a side passage into the 
tomb chamber, and at last entrance was 
obtained. But tomb robbers had been there 
before. There are here exhibited many objects 
of interest—funeral boats, little models of 
groups of servants, bows, arrows, and staffs of 
office, which had been in many cases stripped. 
of their gold plating. One very fine boat with a 
double line of oars is exhibited. In the centre 
of the tomb was a great shrine, over 12ft. high 
and 10ft. wide, constructed of translucent 
alabaster, but it was too heavy to move. 

By far the most attractive portion of this 
exhibition will be the beautiful painted sculp- 
tures in a style peculiar to the period, and 
probably the work of Mertisen, who was the 
Court artist and sculptor of that day, The 
portraits of the King and his queens, especially 
the Queen Aashait, exhited on Table B, have a 
delicacy of workmanship that is most astonish- 
ing. The coloured hieroglyphics are really 
miniature works of art. The procession of 
princesses is a beautiful piece of drawing. Es- 
pecially t be noticed are the painted scenes 
from the Chapel of the Princess Kemsit, pro- 
bably a negress. This work of art and the 
mummy of thedady will be found later in the 
British Museum: Students of art should notice 
the hunting scenes and the fine drawing of 
birds. There is only one warlike scene, and 
that appears to represent a war against the 
people of Sinai. 


’ THE SMALLER EXHIBITS. 

In the clearing up many sinall objects of 
great interest were found, such as workmen’s 
tools, hammers, nails, chisels, and paint 
brushes. The display. of the beautiful blue 

glazed ware, used especially as votive offerings 
to Hathor, the goddess of the turquoise land, 
is very fine. The textile work is also good, 
including painted pieces of linen with figures 
ofa whole family, and especially rare are the 


pieces of linen with beads interwoven, not 


sewn on. Mention of some curious pilgrim 
“ex votes” must be made. These are tracings 
of men’s sandals, with their names scratched 


in the middle. If the exhibition is somewhat 
mixed, it represents the completion of a great 
work. Next season the fund will undertake 


extensive work at Abydos.

ROWIN NG. ; 


CAPTAIN DARELLS VICTORY. 

The victory at Henley of Captain Darell, 
who belongs to the Army of Occupation at 
Cairo, has around considerable interest among 
that officer’s many friends in Egypt. Mr, Aug. 
Nickolls comments on the feat in the following 
words :— 

The Diamond Sculls provided some excellent 
racing. The heat between the veteran Blackstaffe 
and Captain Darell, won by the latter by half 
a length, was a real treat, honours being 
almost equally divided. It was also good to see 
the Guardsman scull Herr Barnhard von 
Gaza to astandstill a quarter of.a mile from 
the finish in the ante-final. MacCulloch, the 
Oxford freshman, was badly boated, and he 
won an unsatisfactory race against R. V. 
Powell, who stopped for him when he took 


a pile at the end of 70 seconds’ sculling. The 


Henley Regatta Committee should make a 
strict rule that ne boat should: be allowed 
to wait for an opponent who steers off the 
cdurse. After all, bad steering should be 
just™as much a disqualification for victory 
as bad sculling. If a man stops when his 
adversary makes a mistake he is naturally 
called a good sportsman, but after all why 
should he wait, especially if he has other 
races to row or scull? Captain Darell is a 
very much improved sculler; he stays well 
and goes fast. His victory was well deserved, 
and the ordinary layman does not fully realise 
what a Guardsman has to give up_ in order to 
train forthe Diamonds. MacCulloch sculled well, 
anil he has time and youth in his favour ; he is 
a natural waterman, but has got to learn how 
to row himself out. With carefal training and 
coaching and a strengthening up of his will 
power the highest honours are easily within 


his grasp.
